Music  blares  as  scantily  clad 
college  students  pour  alcohol 
into  funnels  while  other  stu¬ 
dents  chug  it  through  a  connect¬ 
ed  plastic  tube.  The  idea  is  to 
get  as  drunk  as  possible  as 
quickly  as  possible.  It's  obvi¬ 
ously  worked  for  the  many 
passed  out  on  or  near  their 
beach  towels  —  and  it's  just  2:30 
p.m. 

Stepping  over  and  around 
the  cans  and  people  is  Julio 
Bonfe,  a  sophomore  cadet  at  the 
United  States  Military 
Academy  in  West  Point  N.Y., 
and  a  couple  of  his  classmates. 

"Hey,  are  you  guys  going 
out  to  party  tonight r  he  asks  a 
group,  getting  a  resounding 
affirmative  response. 

"Well, "Bonfe  says,  "take  this 
card  with  you  and  give  us  a  call 
and  we'll  come  get  you.  We're 
also  serving  free  pancakes  in 
the  morning  all  this  week." 

Bonfe  was  one  of  800-plus 
collegians  who  came  to 
Panama  City  Beach,  FI.,  over  a 
three-week  period  to  partici- 
pate  in  BeachReach,  a  ministry 
of  LifeWay  Christian  Resources 
focused  on  college  students 
who  have  come  here  for  spring 
break.  The  BeachReachers 
share  the  Gospel  with  their  par¬ 
tying  peers  and  serve  them 
through  offering  free  van  rides 
and  daily  pancake  breakfasts. 

More  than  8,000  rides  were 
provided  and  50, 000-plus  pan¬ 
cakes  served  while  the  Gospel 
was  shared  countless  times. 

"It  would  be  hard  to  say  how 
many  times  the  Gospel  has 
been  shared  but  we  know  it  is 
considerable,"  said  Angel  Ellis, 
LifeWay's  coordinator  for 
BeachReach.  "The  students 
have  lots  of  conversations  in 
vans  and  at  the  pancake  break¬ 
fasts...  Walls  between  two  com¬ 
plete  strangers  simply  seem  to

Ruling  reviewed  !*  ?  j 

LOS  ANGELES  (BP)  —  The  same  California  appeals  court 
that  issued  a  much-criticized  homeschooling  ruling  nas  agreed 
to  rehear  die  case,  raising  hopes  in  the  homeschoofing  commu¬ 
nity  that  the  justices  will  reverse  their  decision.  The  three-judge 
panel  announced  March  25  it  would  rehear  the  case.  Tne 
court's  Feb.  28  ruling  asserted  that  "parents  do  not  have  a  con¬ 
stitutional  right  to  home  school  their  children,"  alarming 
homeschoolers  nationwide  despite  the  fact  it  was  limited  to 
California.  If  it  stands,  the  decision  could  have  a  dramatic 
impact  on  the  state's  estimated  166,000  homeschool  students. 
Soon  after  it  was  issued,  California  Gov.  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger  criticized  it  and  pledged  legislation  if  it  was¬ 
n't  overturned.  State  Schools  Superintendent  Jack  O'Connell 
also  supports  the  rights  of  homeschoolers.  The  Feb.  28  decision 
was  viewed  as  particularly  troublesome  by  pro-family  groups 
because  California's  public  schools  have  some  of  the  more  lib¬ 
eral  laws  in  the  nation  regarding  teaching  about  sexuality  and 
homosexuality.  California  law,  the  court  ruled,  requires  that 
children  be  enrolled  and  attend  a  public  or  private  school  or  be 
"tutored  by  a  person  holding  a  valid  state  teaching  credential 
for  the  grade  being  taught."  Parents  who  fail  to  follow  the  state 
law  could  face  criminal  penalties.  The  court's  ruling  over¬ 
turned  a  lower  court  decision  that  had  ruled  parents  do  iryieed 
Jiavea^  constitutional  right  to  homeschool  their  children^

Faith  is  a  strange  commod¬ 
ity.  None  of  us  has  ever  seen 
any  faith.  You  cannot  open  a 
package  of  it,  take  it  out,  and 
examine  it,  and  yet  knowing¬ 
ly  or  unknowingly  you  can¬ 
not  live  a  day  without  exercis¬ 
ing  some  faith.  Usually  faith 
is  associated  with  religious 
teachings,  and  it  is  certainly 
the  only  way  to  be  in  contact 
with  God.  It  is  also  the  very 
essence  of  every  significant 
aspect  of  life.  It  is  a  vital  part 
of  marriage,  as  a  woman  has 
faith  that  her  husband  will  be 
true  to  her  and  will  live  with 
the  desire  to  do  those  things 
that  will  honor  and  bless  her. 
The  husband  likewise  has 
confidence  that  his  mate  will 
be  true  to  him  and  do  the 
things  that  will  enable  and 
bless  him.  Often  when  we 
think  of  marriage  we  immedi¬ 
ately  think  of  love,  and  with¬ 
out  question  love  is  a  vital 
ingredient  in  the  relationship, 
yet  faith  can  be  even  stronger.

Many  days  have 
passed  and  many  trials  and

It  is  fascinating  to  watch 
people  as  they  struggle  with 
trusting  the  Lord  Jesus.  Often 
people  will  even  express  that 
they  have  a  hard  time  believ¬ 
ing  and  yet  just  visiting  with 
these  faith  stragglers  you  rec¬ 
ognize  that  there  is  so  much 
that  they  live  day  by  day  in 
faith.  Tney  exercise  faitn  in 
what  they  do  not  know  and  in 
people  whom  they  have  not 
seen.  For  most  of  us,  if  we 
travel  very  far  we  may  find  it 
is  easier,  faster,  and  even  Mfer 
to  get  on  an  airplane  and  go.  I 
am  not  a  pilot.  I  have  been  in 
a  plane  with  friends  who 
have  turned  the  controls  over 
to  me.  I  have  steered  an  air¬ 


plane  up,  down,  and  around, 
but  I  have  never  taken  off  and 
have  never  landed.  To  be  hon¬ 
est,  I  did  not  know  where  I 
was  going.  My  flying  experi¬ 
ence  is  always  to  show  up  at  a 
gate  with  a  ticket  in  hand,  to 
walk  into  a  tunnel  that  leads 
me  to  the  plane,  to  find  my 
seat,  sit  down,  listen  to  the 
emergency,  instructions,  buck¬ 
le  up,  ana  take  off. 

Now  that  is  a  crazy  thing  to 
do  when  you  stop  and  think 
about  the  tact  that  in  all  of  the 
years  that  1  have  flown,  I  have 
not  one  time  ever  met  the 
pilot  of  the  plane  when  I  was 
traveling.  I  ao  not  make  it  my. 
practice  to  go  to  the  cockpit, 
ask  to  meet  the  pilot,  and 
evaluate  his  or  her  credentials 
and  frame  of  mind.  Maybe  I 
should,  but  I  just  have  never 
done  it.  In  fact,  I  do  not  even 
bother  to  ask  them  if  we  are 
about  to  takeoff  and  go  to  the 
city  to  which  I  want  to  travel. 
No,  the  fact  is  that  I  put  an 
awful  lot  of  faith  in  the  com¬ 
pany  that  bought  the  air¬ 
plane,  maintains  it,  and  hires 
trustworthy,  capable  people 


to  drive  the  plane  and  take 
me  where  I  need  to  go.  So  far, 
my  faith  in  them  nas  been 
rewarded  time  and  again. 

It  is  incredible  To  think 
about  how  much  faith  and 
how  little  understanding  we 
have  of  one  of  the  most  vital 
concerns  of  life  and  that  is  our 
own  personal  health.  How 
many  times  does  a  person  end 
up  going  to  a  doctor  that  they 
do  not  know  who  will  in  turn 
give  a  prescription  that  they 
cannot  read?  The  prescription 
is  taken  to  a  pharmacist  that 
the  person  may  have  never 
seen.  They  receive  pills  and 
have  no  idea  what  is  in  them, 
and  then  they  swallow  them. 
You  talk  about  faith  —  you 
have  to  have  it!  Sometimes 
our  human  faith  expressions 
are  misplaced,  misguided,  or 
abused,  which  brines  us  to 
understand  the  wonder  of  our 
faith  when  it  is  placed  in  the 
Lord.  Never  at  any  time  has 
our  faith  in  God  been  ignored, 
abused,  or  unappreciated. 
God  responds  to  us. 

Jesus  said,  "He  that  cometh 
to  me  I  will  in  nowise  (or 
under  no  conditions)  cast 
out"  (John  6:37).  Regardless  if 
it  is  one  of  His  wayward  dis¬ 
ciples,  a  thief  on  a  cross,  a 
demon  possessed  life,  or  a 
child  longing  to  trust  Him, 
when  a  person  reaches  out  in 
faith  to  lesus  His  nailed- 
scarred  hand  is  already 
extended  toward  you. You  can 
trust  Him.
